They  have  become  in  our 
society  something  we  go  over  to  get  to  somewhere  else.  I  see  one  of 
my  new  roles  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  as  building  a  bridge  from  Ryan  LaHurd, 
a  fine  leader  and  president,  to  an  as-yet-unnamed  successor  president  who  will 
continue  the  L-R  progress  now  under  way. 

Bridges  are  not  built  by  individuals,  but  by  teams,  architects,  contractors, 
subcontractors  and  supervisors  and  by  the  ever-necessary  laborers.  In  the  short 
time  1  have  to  be  your  interim  president,  my  task  will  be  to  lead  the  people  of 
Lenoir-Rhyne  in  defining  the  territory  and  deciding  on  the  tasks  which  need 
doing  to  keep  L-R  on  the  march. 

Though  I  have  not  had  time  to  do  a  thorough  study  of  L-R's  needs,  memories 
from  my  brief  tenure  on  the  board  a  few  years  ago  tell  me  that  the  task  here 
will  not  be  so  different  from  any  other  good  private  college.  It  is  therefore  with 
excitement  and  a  high  degree  of  confidence  that  my  wife,  Jo,  and  I  decided  we 
had  enough  energy  and  experience  to  be  helpful  as  L-R  prepares  for  new  leader- 
ship. We  will  do  our  best  to  get  to  know  not  only  the  needs  but  also  the  people 
and  the  spirit  of  Lenoir-Rhyne. 

What  has  impressed  me  most  in  the  three  years  since  I  resigned  from  the  board 
to  do  volunteer  work  with  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  Tanzania  is  the 
great  progress  made  on  many  fronts.  That  progress  has  not  been  made  just  in 
new  buildings  and  fund  raising,  but  also  in  enrollment  and  student  life  and  in 
strengthening  the  academic  staff  and  programming.  It  is  a  never  ending  task  — 
rolling  that  stone  up  the  hill,  only  to  find  it  has  either  rolled  back  or  there  is  a 
new  hill  to  climb.  If  we  work  together  in  these  few  months  that  Jo  and  I  have 
with  you,  we  can  build  an  express  lane  bridge  to  carry  L-R  into  its  bright  future. 

As  Ryan  LaHurd  said  in  his  last  "Perspective,"  the  College  "is  in  a  strong  posi- 
tion right  now  and  has  the  momentum  for  growth  and  development."  I  ask 
all  of  you  —  trustees,  board  of  visitors,  alumni,  staff,  faculty,  friends,  parents 
and  community  leaders  —  to  join  in  building  our  bridge  toward  the  future.

Charles  M.  Snipes  School  of  Business 
named;  Mauney-Schaeffer  Halls 
scheduled  for  renovation 


Charles  M.  Snipes  '58  was 
completely  surprised  when  he 
learned  April  26  that  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  College  was  naming 
its  School  of  Business  in  his 
honor.  Snipes,  who  is  an  L-R 
trustee  and  president  of  the 
Bank  of  Granite,  is  the  first  person 
in  the  history  of  the  College  to  have 
a  school  named  in  his  honor. 

John  A.  Forlinesjr.,  chairman  and 
CEO  of  the  Bank  of  Granite,  is  lead- 
ing the  fund-raising  effort  in  Snipes' 
honor.  Friends  and  colleagues  from 
across  the  state  and  beyond  have 
contributed  to  make  this  project  a 
reality.  Because  so  many  people  were 
involved,  it  was  difficult  to  keep  it  a 
secret,  according  to  Teri  Lemons,  vice 
president  for  institutional  advance- 
ment. However,  it  was  worth  the 
effort  to  see  Snipes'  reaction  when 


she,  Forlines  and  Dr.  Ryan  LaHurd 

met  with  Snipes  earlier  that  afternoon 
to  break  the  news.  Snipes  said  he  was 
humbled  and  honored  by  the  naming. 

The  Charles  M.  Snipes  School  of 
Business  will  be  located  in  the  soon-to- 
be  renovated  Mauney-Schaeffer  Hall, 
which  will  also  house  a  new  Confer- 
ence Center  for  the  campus  community 
and  its  Business  Council  members.  The 
College  plans  to  renovate  the  building 
during  the  2002-2003  academic  year 

Lemons  said:  "We  think  this  is  a  fit- 
ting tribute  since  Charles  has  been 
very  supportive  of  the  College's  Busi- 
ness Council,  along  with  numerous 
other  College  programs.  He  was  a 
charter  member  of  the  Lenoir- Rhyne 
Business  Council  Board  and  in  1991 
was  named  Business  Leader  of  the 
Year  by  the  council." 

The  Mauney-Schaeffer  renovation 


plans  call  for  creation  of  a  Conference 
Center,  state-of-the-art  meeting  facilities 
and  lodging  accommodations  as  well  as 
access  to  the  College's  Career  Center. 
A  Business  Council  Board  Room  will 
recognize  the  importance  and  contri- 
butions made  to  the  College  by  its 
board  of  directors  and  membership. 

'These  enhanced  facilities  will  be  a 
major  new  benefit  to  members  of  the 
College's  Business  Council,"  Lemons 
said.  The  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  Busi- 
ness Council,  which  celebrates  its 
20th  anniversary  this  year,  consists  of 
more  than  100  companies  and  foun- 
dations whose  annual  unrestricted 
support  or  pledge  is  $1,000  or  more. 

After  renovation,  the  building  will 
also  house  the  School  of  Computing 
Science  and  Mathematics  as  well  as 
the  School  of  Social  and  Behavioral 
Sciences. 

Mauney  Hall  was  built  in  1927  as 
a  women's  dormitory.  It  was  named 
after  Jacob  S.  and  Andrew  Mauney, 
two  brothers  who  each  gave  $25,000 
toward  the  construction  costs.  The 
Mauney  Hall  Annex  was  opened  in 
1942.  It  was  renamed  Schaeffer  Hall 
in  1951  in  honor  of  the  College's 
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fourth  president,  H.  Brent  Schaeffer. 
These  buildings,  located  on  the  Quad 
at  Lenoir- Rhyne,  served  as  residence 
halls  until  recent  years.  Remodeling 
them  to  serve  as  classroom  and  office 
space  is  in  keeping  with  the  Colleges 
master  plan  to  have  such  buildings 
near  the  center  of  the  campus. 

Snipes  is  a  native  of  Lincolnton 
who  came  to  L-R  after  serving  in  the 
Army  three  years.  Upon  graduation, 
he  entered  the  management  training 
program  of  First  National  Bank. 
There,  he  rose  through  the  ranks, 
advancing  to  senior  vice  president  and 
city  executive  in  1970.  In  1981,  First 
National  merged  with  First  Union 
National  Bank,  at  which  time  Snipes 
became  senior  vice  president  of  First 
Union.  In  1982,  he  was  promoted  to 
regional  executive  of  First  Union. 

Soon  afterward,  he  left  that  bank 
and  joined  the  Bank  of  Granite  as 
executive  vice  president.  He  also 
served  Bank  of  Granite  as  chief 
administrative  officer  and  a  member 
of  the  board  of  directors.  In  1987, 
he  was  named  bank  president. 

In  addition  to  his  education  at  L-R, 
Snipes  graduated  from  the  Carolina 
School  of  Banking  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  in  1965  and  from  the 
Stonier  Graduate  School  of  Banking 
at  Rutgers  University  in  1968. 

Over  the  years,  Snipes  has  been  an 
active  volunteer  with  Lenoir-Rhyne 
College  and  other  community  organi- 
zations. He  has  been  on  almost  every 
Lenoir-Rhyne  College  board  and  is 
currently  serving  his  16th  year  on 
the  L-R  Board  of  Trustees.  He  is  also 
a  charter  member  of  the  President's 
Society,  which  comprises  persons, 
corporations  and  foundations  who 
believe  so  strongly  in  the  mission  of 
the  College  that  they  donate  an  annu- 
al gift  of  $  1 ,000  or  more  for  current 
operations.  Snipes  is  also  a  member  of 
L-R's  Founders  Society,  established  in 
1995  to  recognize  the  Colleges  major 
supporters  whose  cumulative  giving 
since  1960  exceeds  $10,000. 

He  is  a  charter  member  of  St.  Luke's 
United  Methodist  Church,  which  he  has 
served  in  many  leadership  roles.  He  has 
received  numerous  awards  throughout 
the  years  for  his  civic  contributions.

The  Charles  M.  Snipes  School  of  Business  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  was 
recently  accredited  by  the  Association  of  Collegiate  Business  Schools  and 
Programs.  The  accreditation  was  announced  April  26  at  a  dinner  marking 
the  100th  anniversary  of  the  school. 

The  ACBSP,  headquartered  in  Overland  Park,  Kan.,  is  a  national  accredit- 
ing agency  for  schools  of  business.  The  ACBSP  examines  a  school's  stated 
objectives  and  how  well  those  objectives  are  met.  It  also  considers  an  institu- 
tion's environment  and  the  students  it  serves.  Additionally,  the  ACBSP 
reviews  the  mission  of  the  business  school  as  it  relates  to  the  mission  of  the 
College  and  how  well  both  serve  the  larger  society.

Located  on  the  Quad  of  the  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  College  campus,  Mauney- 
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The  entranceway  will  join  Mauney  and  Schaeffer  Halls.  The  first  floors  of  each  building 
will  provide  facilities  for  the  Conference  Center.  The  architecture  and  materials  of  the 
entrance  will  mirror  that  of  the  Rhyne  Building,  retaining  the  traditional  style  on  campus.

Exceiience  Award 

tm  just  a  teacher,  hs  all  1  am  and  all  Fve  ever  wanted  to  be,"  said  Dr.  J.  Wayne 
^ing,  L-R  business  professor  and  recent  recipient  of  the  prestigious  International 
Teaching  Excellence  Award.  King  won  the  award  at  the  summer  convention  of  the 
Association  of  Collegiate  Business  Schools  and  Programs  held  in  Houston,  Texas. 

The  ACBSP,  headquartered  in  Overland  Park,  Kan.,  is  a  national  accrediting 
agency  for  schools  of  business.  Comprised  of  eight  regions  including  the  entire  Unit- 
ed States,  the  United  Kingdom,  Canada,  Europe  and  part  of  the  Middle  East,  the 
ACBSP  selects  an  outstanding  candidate  from  both  a  two-year  and  four-year  college 
in  each  region  based  on  nominations  from  member  schools.  King  was  the  regional 
award  winner  for  four-year  schools.  As  a  regional  winner,  he  became  one  of  eight 
nominees  for  the  international  award. 

"My  jaw  just  dropped  when  they  announced  my  name  as  the 
four-year  school  winner,"  said  King.  "I'm  thrilled,  I'm  honored, 
but  I'm  still  just  J.  Wayne."  It's  that  ability  to  be  himself,  com- 
bined with  his  expertise  and  genuine  interest  in  people  that  have 
won  him  the  respect  of  his  peers  and  students  alike.

He  is  receptive  to  new  or  different  information  and  willing  to  adjust 
and  m.ove  on  toward  the  goals.  The  students  react  well  to  his  style 
and  continue  to  value  his  friendship  and  knowledge  as  alumni." 

Another  L-R  business  professor.  Dr.  Robert  Simmons,  nominated  King  for  the 
award.  "Lenoir-Rhyne  is  fortunate  to  have  Wayne's  creativity  and  energy,"  said  Sim- 
mons.

Seamus  Heaney,  a  Nobel  Prize-win- 
ning author  from  Ireland,  will  give 
a  reading  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  College 
Oct.  II.

in  the  PE.  Monroe  Auditorium. 
Heaney  is  known  for  his  nature  poet- 
ry that  often  is  influenced  by  the 
political  turmoil  in  his  countr}^. 


Heaney  grew  up  on  a 
farm  in  Northern  Ire- 
land, the  oldest  of 
nine  children.  When 
he  was  12,  he  won  a 
scholarship  to  a 
Catholic  boarding 
school.  He  later  stud- 
ied at  Queen's  Uni- 
versity in  Belfast.  His  poems  first 
came  to  public  attention  in  the  mid-

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Three  receive  honorary  doctorates 

Lenoir-Rhyne  College  presented  honorary  degrees  to  three 
individuals  during  spring  commencement.  They  are:  Thomas 
L.  Adams  '73,  chief  executive  officer  of  the  Association  of  Clini- 
cal Research  Professionals  of  Washington,  D.C.;  the  Rev.  Edgar 
M.  Cooper  '43,  retired  Lutheran  pastor  now  living  in  Kings 
Mountain,  N.C.;  and  the  Rev.  Robert  H.  Shoffner,  senior  pastor 
of  Holy  Trinity  Lutheran  Church  in  Hickory,  N.C.  Adams 
received  an  honorary  doctor  of  humane  letters  while  Cooper 
and  Shoffner  received  honorary  doctor  of  divinity  degrees. 

Adams  serves  as  CEO  of  the  Association  of  Clinical  Research 
Professionals,  a  global  association  that  provides  training  and 
certification  to  individuals  who  conduct  human  research  trials 
in  the  phamiaceutical  and  medical  device  industries.  Prior  to 
joining  ACRP,  Adams  was  CEO  for  The  American  Society  of 
Plastic  Surgeons  in  Chicago  and  the  Medical  Group  Manage- 
ment Association  in  Denver  and  Washington,  D.C. 

For  10  years  he  served  as  executive  vice  president  and  CEO 
of  the  Wisconsin  Medical  Society  During  that  time,  he  was 
named  chair  of  the  State  Health  Insurance  Council.  He  also  cre- 
ated Partnercare,  a  program  that  insured  access  to  health  care  for 
more  than  50,000  seniors.  In  1995,  Madison  magazine  named 
him  one  of  the  25  most  influential  people  in  Wisconsin.  Adams, 
a  certified  association  executive,  is  a  native  of  Albemarle,  N.C. 

Shoffner,  a  former  member  of  the  Lenoir-Rhyne  Board  of 
Trustees,  has  served  as  senior  pastor  of  Holy  Trinity  Lutheran 
Church  in  Hickory  since  1991.  Previously,  he  served  as  assis- 
tant to  the  president  at  Luther  College  in  Iowa  for  nine  years. 
He  was  also  administrative  assistant  for  Parish  Life  Ministries 
of  the  N.C.  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in 
America  for  four  years.  Earlier,  Shoffner  served  as  assistant 
pastor  and  team  pastor  for  Holy  Trinity  for  an  additional  four 
years.

He  graduated  from  Mount 
Airy  Seminary  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  in  1945  and  received  his 
masters  in  sacred  theology  in  1951. 

During  his  tenure  as  pastor.  Cooper  was  a  delegate  to  the

and  was  appointed  an  official  visitor  to  the  Lutheran  World 
Assembly  in  Hanover,  Germany.  There,  he  honored  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Henry  M.  Muhlenberg,  the  patriarch  of  American  Lutheranism 
and  former  pastor  of  New  Hanover.  Cooper  also  attended  the 
Lutheran  World  Federation  meeting  in  Helsinki,  Finland  and 
studied  at  the  School  of  Theology  at  Canterbury  in  Kent,  Eng- 
land. Additionally,  he  opened  two  sessions  of  Congress  with 
prayer  and  was  named  to  Who's  Who  in  the  East. 

Over  the  years.  Cooper  served  as  author  and  editor  of  a 
number  of  publications,  including  "New  Hanover  Horizons" 
and  "Mark  Your  Bulwarks,"  a  pageant  commemorating  the 
250th  anniversary  of  his  church,  the  first  German  Lutheran 
church  in  America.  As  past  president  of  the  Eastern  Pennsylva- 
nia Lutheran  Historical  Society,  he  authored  "The  History  of 
Lutheranism  in  Eastern  Pennsylvania"  and  contributed  to  the 
book  "Montgomery  County:  The  Second  Hundred  Years." 

Cooper  helped  research  military  records  and  identify  the  graves 
of  47  Revolutionary  War  soldiers  who  died  and  were  buried  in  his 
church's  cemetery  He  further  documented  his  church's  role  as  a 
hospital  and  hiding  place  for  the  U.S.  Treasury  during  the  war.  His 
work  earned  him  recognition  from  the  National  Historical  Society 
of  America  and  the  United  States  Congress.  ■

Actually,  the  space 
shuttle  hasn't  been  to  her  classroom, 
but  a  25-foot  model  of  it  has  been. 

Sink  teaches  all  subjects  to  her  sec- 
ond-grade students  at  Hardin  Park 
Elementary  School  in  Boone,  N.C. 
But,  she  explained,  "Everything  in  my 
classroom  revolves  around  science 
content."  She  added,  "Science,  more 
than  anything  else,  motivates  and 
stimulates  children.  They're  learning 
about  the  real  world." 

Sink  was  honored  this  spring  with 
the  L-R  Alumni  Association  Distin- 
guished Alumna  Award.  It  is  one  of 
many  awards  she  has  received  over 
the  years  for  her  work  as  a  science 
teacher.  One  of  the  first  national  board 
certified  teachers  in  North  Carolina, 
she  received  the  Presidential  Award 
for  Excellence  in  Science  Teaching  in 
1990.  In  1993,  her  teaching  methods 
were  shown  on  the  Nickelodeon  net- 
work when  her  classroom  was  fea- 
tured in  a  weeklong  series  of  Teacher 
to  Teacher  episodes  produced  by  Mr. 
Wizard,  Don  Herbert. 

In  1998,  she  was  selected  as  one  of 
six  teachers  nationwide  to  receive  the 
Albert  Einstein  Distinguished  Educa- 
tor Award.  This  award  included  a 
year-long  fellowship  as  a  teacher 
consultant-in-residence  to  NASA  in 
Washington,  D.C.  During  her  year 
with  NASA,  she  traveled  to  seven  out 
of  10  agency  sites.  She  attended  a 
couple  of  shuttle  launches  and  got  to 
meet  37  astronauts,  including  Sen. 
John  Glenn  and  the  next  teacher  in 
space,  Barbara  Morgan.

ship.  Sink  has  integrated  a  number  of 
aerospace  classroom  activities  into  her 
curriculum,  including  building  and 
flying  kites  and  paper  airplanes,  and 
launching  air  rockets.  One  of  the  more 
spectacular  activities  is  "Space  Day,"  a 
day  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  when 


her  students  recreate  a  space  shuttle 
mission.  She  obtained  a  blueprint  for 
a  large  model  of  the  space  shuttle  and 
persuaded  the  father  of  one  of  her  stu- 
dents to  build  it.  The  cockpit,  made 
of  see-through  plastic,  is  large  enough 
to  seat  five  of  her  students.  The  cargo 
bay  consists  of  a  framework  of  plastic 
pipes  covered  with  white  sheets  and  is 
complete  with  three  thrusters  attached 
to  the  tail. 

Sink  also  created  a  mock  space  sta- 
tion using  clear  shower  curtains  and 
designed  space  suits  for  the  children 
to  wear.  She  obtained  a  grant  to  pay 
for  the  supplies.  During  Space  Day,  the 
children  divide  into  teams  of  five,  just 
like  the  real  astronauts.  The  astronauts 
climb  into  the  shuttle,  conduct  a 
count  down  and  simulated  a  space 
walk.  The  astronauts  then  enter  the 
space  station,  where  they  use  their 
math  and  science  skills  to  conduct  a 
simulated  mission.  Another  team  of 
students  serves  as  mission  control. 
Children  in  the  classroom  get  a 
chance  to  be  astronauts  as  their 
parents  watch. 

Other  learning  activities  have 
included  growing  a  vegetable  garden 
and  observing  the  life  cycles  of  real 
animals  such  as  fruit  flies,  frogs  and 
butterflies.  Through  each  of  these 
activities.  Sink  weaves  reading,  writ- 
ing, technology  and  math  skills.  "We 
can  teach  all  of  it  through  science," 
she  said. 

Sink  said  she  enjoys  teaching  sec- 
ond grade  because  "this  age  is  excited 
about  being  at  school."  Her  interests 
extend  beyond  the  classroom  to 
encouraging  other  teachers  to  expand 
their  science  teaching  skills.  In  addi- 
tion to  her  degree  from  L-R,  she  also 
holds  a  master's  degree  in  elementary 
education  from  Appalachian  State 
University.  Over  the  years,  she  has 
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worked  with  ASU  and  with  the  N.C. 
Department  of  PubUc  Instruction  on 
various  projects  to  promote  the 
teaching  and  learning  of  science. 

It's  no  wonder  that  she  was  one 
of  a  handful  of  science  teachers  from 
across  the  nation  chosen  by  the 
National  Academy  of  Science  to  draw 
up  a  set  of  standards  for  teaching  sci- 
ence in  American  schools.  The  stan- 
dards were  published  in  1996  and 
have  had  an  impact  on  many  states. 
North  Carolina  chose  to  discontinue 
end-of-course  testing  in  science,  and 
Sink  worries  that  science  teaching  in 
North  Carolina  has  suffered  dramati- 
cally as  evidenced  by  a  National 
Assessment  of  Educational  Progress 
study  last  year. 

Sink's  most  recent  honor  occurred 
in  2001  when  she  was  selected  from 
more  than  111  ,000  classroom  teach- 
ers nominated  nationwide  as  one  of 
35  honorees  at  Disney's  American 
Teacher  Awards  in  Los  Angeles. 

After  all  her  years  in  the  classroom 
and  all  the  honors,  Sink  is  still  excited 
about  teaching.  'Tt's  not  about  gradu- 
ating and  feeling  you've  arrived,"  she 
said.  "It's  about  becoming  a  lifelong 
learner." 

She  practices  what  she  preaches. 
Sink  recently  traveled  to  Belize  to 
learn  about  the  tropical  rain  forest 
there.  The  trip  involved  the  opportu- 
nity to  study  marine  life  with  three 
days  of  snorkeling  in  the  Caribbean. 
Sink,  who  had  never  learned  to  swim 
well,  took  swimming  and  diving 
lessons  before  the  trip  so  that  she 
could  participate  more  fully. 

She  credits  her  husband,  Sam, 
with  being  supportive  of  her  many 
educational  activities.  She  said  he 
understands  because  he  teaches  for- 
eign language  classes  at  Wilkes  Com- 
munity College.  The  Sinks  have  two 
grown  children,  Amy  and  Darren. 

Thinking  back  on  her  time  at  L-R, 
she  said  the  College  provided  an 
environment  that  was  encouraging 
and  supportive.  "The  support  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  provides  a  new  student  has  a 
lot  to  do  with  their  success,"  she  said. 

She  believes  the  secret  to  teaching 
science  is  using  an  inquiry  approach, 
not  memorizing  things  from  a  book. 
"Science  is  not  a  body  of  facts,"  she 
said.  "It's  a  process  of  doing.  It's  a 
way  of  knowing."  □

$25,000  to 
McCrorie  Center 

Robert  Rowland  '63,  the  first  person 
to  serve  as  Lenoir-Rhyne  College's 
Joe  Bear  mascot,  has  donated  $25,000 
to  the  college  for  the  McCrorie  Center. 

Rowland  was  the  first  student  to 
dress  up  in  a  bear  costume  and  enter- 
tain fans  after  a  live  bear  mascot  died 
a  few  years  earlier. 

In  recognition  of  Rowland's  gift, 
the  team  equipment  room  of  the 
Hanley  Painter  Athletic  Floor  will  be 
named  in  his  honor.  The  room  will 
store  equipment  used  by  the  L-R 
Bears  football  team. 

"We  appreciate  Robert's  thoughtful 
and  generous  gift  to  his  alma  mater," 
said  Teri  Lemons,  vice  president  for 
institutional  advancement.  "He  is  set- 
ting yet  another  fine  example  for  his 
classmates  in  giving  back  to  Lenoir- 
Rhyne.  As  class  agent,  he  will  serve  as 
gift  chair  for  the  40th  reunion  of  his 
class  this  year." 

"I  had  a  good  experience  during 
my  L-R  days,"  Rowland  said.  "This  is 
something  I  wanted  to  do  so  other 
students  could  enjoy  the  same  experi- 
ence I  had." 

Rowland  has  worked  for  the  past  23 
years  as  controller  of  the  Wilkes  Tele- 
phone Membership  Corp.  in  Wilkes- 
boro.  He  has  four  adult  children  and 
seven  grandchildren.  Rowland  recalled 
that  serving  as  Joe  Bear  was  a  highlight 
of  his  College  years.  He  said  he  felt 
proud  to  be  associated  with  the  great 
tradition  of  L-R  athletic  excellence. 

When  Rowland  started  portraying 
Joe  Bear,  the  mascot  only  appeared  at 
College  basketball  games.  Rowland, 
who  was  known  by  the  nickname 
"Sherlock"  during  his  College  years, 
was  a  big  basketball  fan  and  was 
known  by  the  cheerleaders,  players  and 
coaches.  The  College's  live  bear  mascot 
had  died  a  few  years  earlier  and,  since 
that  time,  L-R  had  not  had  a  mascot. 
Someone  —  Rowland  can't  remember 
who  —  came  up  with  the  idea  of  using 
a  person  in  a  bear  costume.  He  was 
asked  to  take  on  the  role.

He  played  Joe  Bear  the  first  year, 
in  1961-62.  "I  was  the  guinea  pig  for 
the  Joe  Bear  mascot,"  he  said.  No  one 
taught  him  how  to  be  a  mascot;  he 
just  did  what  came  naturally  "I  just 
flailed  away,  slid  and  fell  down  —  any- 


thing to  get  a  laugh  and  get  the  fans 
involved,"  he  said.  It  was  harder  than 
most  people  would  imagine.  "I  could 
only  see  out  of  one  eye  at  a  time 
because  of  the  way  the  costume  was 
made,"  he  said  with  a  chuckle.  The 
head  was  attached  to  the  rest  of  the 
outfit  with  a  safety  pin  in  the  back. 

"I  enjoyed  it,"  Rowland  said.  "It 
was  a  big  thrill  for  me."  Gradually, 
the  mascot  caught  on  with  fans.  "The 
more  I  was  out  in  front,  the  more  peo- 
ple looked  for  Joe  Bear  to  be  there." 

After  the  first  year,  it  was  decided  to 
keep  the  character  but  to  elect  the  per- 
son to  play  Joe  Bear  from  the  student 
body.  Rowland  is  proud  that  he  helped 
establish  a  tradition  that  has  continued 
to  this  day.  Now  Joe  Bear  and  his  com- 
panion, Josie  Bear,  can  be  seen  at  L-R 
football  games  and  at  many  events  in 
the  Hickory  community. 

During  his  College  years,  Rowland 
participated  in  many  other  activities 
besides  portraying  Joe  Bear.  He  was  in 
the  marching  band  his  freshman  and 
sophomore  years,  in  Playmakers  his 
junior  year  and  a  member  of  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon  fraternity,  serving  as  vice 
president  his  senior  year. 

Rowland  is  a  former  member  of  the 
L-R  Alumni  Board  of  Directors.  He 
also  serves  as  class  agent,  encouraging 
his  classmates  to  participate  in  the 
College's  Annual  Fund.
